His great idea doubtless came to! 
him one day when he was sorting the 
quantities of Christmas mail. As he} 
looked about him at the parcels and 
letters piled high he must have 
thought to himself, “Here is proof | 
that people are really kind. Every} 
one of those packages represent a| 
kind thought.” And because he was | 
a postman, his mind turned to) 
stamps. Just one more stamp on! 
each letter would raise a fund big! 
enough to provide care for those suf-| 
fering from tuberculosis. And so the | 
idea of the Christmas Seal was born. | 
On December 6th, 1904, the first} 
Christmas Seal went on sale in the | 
post office at Copenhagen, So suc-| 
cessful was this opportunity of giv-| 
ing expression of generosity and 
benevolence that large funds and 
great strides were made in combat- 
ing tuberculosis. The idea spread 
and today the Christmas Scal is an| 
annual institution in a great many) 
ccuntries and through it millions of 
dollars are raised, every cent of 
which is an active enemy of the tu- 
berculosis germ. This year is the 
twenty-first anniversary of the Seal 
Sale in Canada. | 

The design of the Seal varies in} 
every country every year, the one 
constant feature being the double- 
barred cross. The red double-barred 
cross has a long and noble history 
as a rallying symbol. In the first 
crusade it emblazoned the standard 
of the Duke of Lorraine who in 1099 
hecame the first Christian ruler of 
Jerusalem, This year in Canada the 
Seal depicts a familiar Christmas 
scene-—-a load cf evergreens being 
drawn to market over a snowy coun- 
try road and in the upper right-hand 
corner is the double-barred cross 
emblematic of the crusade against 
tuberculosis. 

Last y<ar more than 5,000 Can- 
adians died of tuberculosis, We are 
in the habit of congratulating our- 
selves on the fact that tuberculosis 
has keen pushed from first to seventh 
place as a cause of death, While we 
may be thankful for this progress) 
we should not forget that tubercu- | 
losis is the greatest cause of death} 
between the ages of 15 and 45 years 
and with life expectation being! 
roughly 65 years, you can see how 
wasteful this disease is in life years 
and these the most productive years. 
Such facts are regretta%le since tu- 
berculus's is curable and can be pre- 
vented and curbed to such an extent 
that it could become a very negli- 
gible factor in the health picture.

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New Rain-Making 
Method Revealed 


WASHINGTON, — A_ new 
method for producing rain—em- 
ploying ordinary water rather 
than dry ice to coax precipita- 
tion out of clouds—-was announc- 
ed by a General Electric Co, 
scientist, 

Dr. Irving Langmuir told the 
National Academy of Sciences 
that water, dispensed in small 
quantities into actively growing 
cumulus clouds, could initiate a 
“chain reaction” rainfall from 
such clouds. 

He said that in order for the 
new method to be effective, the 
cumulus clouds dealt with must 
have these characteristics: A 
vertical, upward wind current of 
at least five miles an hour; fully- 
grown clovdl water droplets; a 
high cloud water content; and a 
cloud thickness of several thou- 
sand feet. 

He said such clouds are found 
frequently in the summertime in 
the northeastern portion of this 
continent and all year round over 
the Pacific coast and the tropics.
